cheerfulness" regarding the luture 
of business featured the address - of 
Charles . M. Schwab today at the 
semi-annual meeting of the Amer- 
ican Iron and Steel institute. 


Although recognizing that "we 


.have a real,depression," the speak- 
er declared the country had been 
through "perilous periods" in times 
past and had always emerged 'to a 
prosperity greater than ever before. 
He believed that "history .will re- 
peat itself." Mr. Schwab is presi- 
dent of the Institute. 
"Fear has 'been lessened," he 


said. "There" will be no collapse. 
The sources of credit have been 
mobilized and we shall pull through. 
I -have seen 
us pull - through too 


many crises to be overwhelmed by 
the situation of the past months." 


The Schwab vfewpbirit was sum- 


med up as '"follows: "I believe In 
the continued growth of our coun- 
try, the essential strength of- the 
steel -industry and the ability of our 
nation to master the "problems of &. 
complicated age. If this be optim- 
ism, make the most of. it" 
' 
Although,' he said, "every one is 


feeling better;" Mr. Schwab warned: 
"We must face ."some 
hard \facts 


both in our own business'"and the 
-Industrial worUi as'a. wiiole. 1 said 


at our last meeting-"that the tide 
was coming tor-it '^certainly was, 
but 'It proved tb,-be"a tidal wave. 


Production "At low Point 


"Our production this* year will be 


about 25,000,000 tons of Ingots, 
or 


16 per cent under what was expect- 
ed. This"-change in 
expectation 


teaches us an important lesson. As 
a matter of fact America was on 
the'upward move last spring. Our 
production 
curve had 
Increased 


steadily from the first.of the year. 
Then came the breakdown of finan- 
ces In:central Europe.which spread 
to England and ' brought 
violent 


repercussions to our own shores. 


"The lesson 
is -that we cannot 


longer ignore the economy of other 
countries." In other depressions we 
could -forget about the hard times 
In other countries. Then we were 
a "debtor nation and largely self- 
sufficient. Today we are a creditor 
nation and the prosperity of our 
international neighbors Is necessary 


" to our well being. 
"We must pro- 


mote better economic relationships 
among nations, and we must declare 
a permanent moratorium of nation- 
al jingoes." 


The desire of peoples In all parts 


of the world is for peace, the speak- 
er said, adding that "the talk of an- 
other war has no place 
In the 


hearts of people anywhere."

said If the government deemed it

and as a basis for restoring peace 
In Manchuria. 


Toklo —C4>)—Kenkichl Yoshizawa, 


Japanese delegate to the league of 
nations council at Geneva, was in- 
structed by the government today to 
inform the council that Japan will 
do her best to complete withdrawal 
of troops from outside the railway 
zone In Manchuria 
-within three 


weeks If China agress to cease al- 
leged anti-Japanese agitation there. 


It was emphasized here, however, 


that although Japan is conditional 
ly prepared to make a concession 
over-the-question of withdrawal of 
troops In Manchuria to withtin the 
railway zone, It would be impossible 
to give a. definite promise that the 
evacuation •would be completed by 
Nov. 16, when the 
council 
next 


meets. 


The progress of the withdrawal, 


it was pointed out would necessarily 
be dependent upon China's willing- 
ness and ability to maintain peace 
and order after the withdrawal. 


Not New Formula 


It was also emphasized -that these 


instructions to Ambassador Yosh- 
izawa do not represent a new formu- 
la but are merely a further conces- 
sion to the first of three formulae 
drafted by Sir Eric Drummond. 


These instructions, however, which 


It was hoped would reach Geneva 
In time for today's council session 
were looked upon here as an im- 
portant . concession' on Japan's part 
because she hitherto refused to con- 
sider any questions of a time limit. 


The 
Instructions 
to 
Indicate 


Japan's willingness In principle to 
set a time limit for the troop eva- 
cuation were sent to Yoshizawa 
even though Tokio felt the time set 
was too short. . 


Government circles 
pointed out 


that it would require considerable 
time to start 
direct 
negotiations 


with the Chinese for reaching an 
understanding that would make It 
possible to begin the withdrawal. 


The proposed league council reso- 


lution calling for evacuation first 
and negotiations afterwards 
was 


fundamentally opposed by Japan, as 
stated from the beginning. 


Toklo's hope for direct negotia- 


tions with the Chinese in the near 
future was 
based chiefly on the 


optimistic attitude reputedly taken 
by Arlstide Brland, acting president 
of the league council, "Wednesday 
after his conversations with Chi- 
nese representatives. 


It was believed here that the Chi- 


nese apparently bad 
made some 


concessions In the conversation.

concerned, during the approaching 
winter months. 


"With a most severs drouth ruin- 


ing pastures during the 
summer, 


many farmers were faced with the 
necessity of cutting 
growing green 


crops and feeding them to their cat- 
tie. If this had continued most farm- 
ers would have been without grain 
to carry their cattle 
through the 


winter months and it might have re- 
sulted in a serious handicap to the 
dairy industry 
of the county, Mr. 


Sell said. 


However, with the arrival of long-- 


sought rains about six-weeks ago, 
the pastures were revived and farm- 
ers were able to turn their cattle in- 
to these pastures and save the re- 
mainder of their grain crops for the 
winter. Almost 
six weeks of fine 


pastures, with the possibility of an- 
other week or 10 days of the same if 
the weather does not become 
too 


cold,, have resulted In fattening the 
animals and getting them ready for 
the winter months. In addition, most 
farmers have been enabled to har- 
vest at least partially normal crops 
of grain and they will thus 
have 


some grain for feed this winter. 


Unusual Blooms 


In addition to being beneficial to 
the farmers the fall rains, coupled 
with the mild, weather, have caused 
many astonishing things to happen 
throughout the county. Farmers, in 
a. few instances, are still cutting and 
curing hay. This Is an unusual pro- 
cedure in this county at this time 
of the year, Mr. 
Sell said. 
Many 


farmers report that apple trees and 
raspberry bushes are in bloom. 
Re- 
ports of picking violets are not un- 
common. Some rose and lilac bushes 
are in bloom.

tioned.

And before them the state of Wis- 


consin lies impotent, disabled, demor- 
alized. The state has been living on 
irresolution, acting like a paralytic. It 
has been weak-kneed and weaker head-" 
ed. 


There is thus demonstrated, plainly 


enough for even the fullest to'.under- 
stand, how a political policy founded 
upon an attempt to foment class ha- 
treds brings in its wake pernicious evils 
that even its originator could not have 
surmised. 


In the matter of coordination of its 


law enforcing bodies, this splendid 
commonwealth is comparable to the 
wavering instability and soft and sickly 
methods of a timorous China. 


Bandits have pursued this course in 


Wisconsin because they know they can 
get away with it. They are fully ac- 
quainted with the attitude the state 
has taken and its foolish 
gimcrack 


i. about cossacks and wire whips. 


We had the dance. We are now 


paying for the music. 


We 
drained the cup of political 


moonshine. We are now in the throes 
of the convulsive nausea that inevita- 
bly follows. 


LOUISIANA IN THE LIMELIGHT 


Why should we not, with forty-eight 


states in the Union, have one to enter- 
-tain us at all times? 


The spotlight has moved away from 


"Alfalfa" Bill and is now playing up-, 
on Huey Long, governor of Louisiana, 
likewise senator-elect 'from that state. 


Nor caring much for Dr. Cyr, the 


lieutenant governor, Mr. Long stated 
that he would remain as governor un- 
til the expiration of his term-and then 
go on to Washington. 


But Cyr claims that as long as Long 


filed at Washington the certificate of 
his election as United States senator, 
although he had not yet taken the oath, 
he ceased to be governor. It would 
take a pretty vigorous stretch of the 
law to make that construction stand 
up, for certainly until Mr. Long takes 
the oath of office he is not senator and 
may even decline the position. 


But politics in Louisiana is intense- 


ly personal. When Cyr took the oath 
as governor upon the assumption that 
Long had vacated the position by send- 
ing his senatorial credentials to Wash- 
ington, Long asserted that Cyr, al- 
though he hadn't become governor, 
ceased to be lieutenant-governor be- 
cause he had taken the governor's oath; 
and that the president of the state sen- 
ate was lieutenant-governor, where- 
upon that gentleman took the oath. 


But Louisiana is full of lawyers, near 


lawyers, curbstone lawyers and would- 
be lawyers. One of these, occupying 
the position of plain citizen, has al- 
so taken the oath of office as governor, 
asserting that' "all good lawyers know 
that anyone may take possession of and 
retain abandoned property." 


Governor Long who appears to be 


upon pretty safe ground in his position 
is nevertheless a belligerent man. No 
lieutenant-governor can crowd him 
out of office. 
He threatens the na- 


tional guard, jail and many other dire, 
things if Cyr, who is a dentist, at- 
tempts to take the state House. 


"No wax filling tooth, specialist can 


tell me I'm not governor, no, sir," as- 
serts Mr. Long. "Just let Cyr try to 
kick my pants. I'll still be. here when 
he is filling teeth in his home town." 


To which the dentist replies in states- 


manlike fashion: "I'm going to stop-off 
at the capitol and monkeyman Long 
had better not try to arrest me; I'm 
one man not afraid of him." 


The latest dispatches indicate that a 


great many different citizens have 
started taking an oath of office, most 
of them for governor and senator up- 
on one or another of the distinctions 
or arguments that happens to appeal to 
them. 


This is a fortunate incident. Since 


the soldiers who wore the grey have 
passed on, Louisiana has been lost be- 
cause of a scarcity of titles. Probably 
she had more colonels to the square 
mile than any other state in the South, 
so many that one veteran claimed that 
he was the only private that had been 
in the Southern army. 


Hereafter every planter may be 


known as senator and every mule driv- 
er as governor. 


THE DISCORDANT NOTE 


There has been a practical unanimity 


in favor of intercollegiate games this 
fall for the purpose of supplying hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars for the 
relief of the unemployed this winter. 


The support that 
has come from 


most universities is complimentary, not 
only to the intelligence that guides 
them, but the understanding that ap- 
preciates their relation to public ques- 
tions and problems and the spirit of 
assistance that should always motivate 
them.

THE CLEARING OF THE NASAL 


CHAMBERS 


The common practice of blowing 


the nose in a double barrel fashion is 
harmful, for it tends to inflate the 
Eustachian tubes, which connect the 
rear of the nasal passage 
with the 


ear cavity just inside the ear drum, 
a pea sized space in. the temporal 
bone where the famous hammer, an- 
vil and stirrup are housed. Frequent 
blowing of both sides at once, with a 
handkerchief and perhaps prelinln- 
ary pinching of the nostrils, not only 
blows air under the pressure into tt.e 
ear cavity or into the Eustachian 
tube, but is likely to drive infective 
material from the nasal passages up 
into the tube or ear cavity and set up 
inflammation there, This is particu- 
larly liable to happen when there is 
an acute coryza or rhinitis. 


The light way to blow ^he nose Is 


simpler and easier. Only trouble is 
the right is less noisy, and some folks 
confuse sneezing and blowing the 
nose In respect to the reverberations 
associated. 
It is not bad hygiene 


when you sneeze heartily and with 
plenty of sound; it is bad-hygiene to 
suppress a sneeze. When you sneeze 
make It good and hearty, but of 
course take pains not to include any 
innocent bystanders In the 
spray, 


When you blow your nose blow one 
side at a time and that done well. 
That is, close one nostril by pres- 
sure of the thumb while you are 
clearing out the opposite nostril. 
In England some good physicians 


have found that snuffing a pinch of 
powdered soap, plain toilet soap, 
just as a snuff 
user would take 


snuff, is a good practice to clear the 
nasal passages each 
morning. 
In 


some schools all children with ade- 
noids or enlarged tonsils are regular- 
ly put thru a morning nose clearing 
exercise, with the-aid of a snuff of 
soap powder. 
Numerous readers of this column 


assure me that they have obtained 
great benefit from snuffing onca or 
twice daily a small pinch of boric 
acid powder, particularly in cases of 
chronic rhinitis and perhaps In some 
cases of chronic 
sinusitis, where 


there is constantly more or less oc- 
clusion of the nasal 
passages by 


boggy swelling and thick secretions 
I do not believe this snuffing of bor- 
ic acid is harmful. 
Some people snuff salt -water into 


the nose. This is objectionable. In 
some cases it may be helpful to irri- 
gate the nasal passages -with luke 
warm weak salt water 
(round tea- 


spoonful to the pint,) letting the so- 
lution run in one 
nostril from a 


blunt nozzle and syringe or reser- 
voir hung not 
more 
than a foot 


above the head, and out thru the 
opposite nostril,) which it does with- 
out entering the throat when the pa- 
tient learns to hold the throat in the 
position for pronouncing k. This ir- 


seemed to give much relief in many 
cases of chronic running ear.

Committee Prophesies Low- 


er Prices Unless Produc- 
tion Is Cut 


(Post-Crescent Washington Bureau) 


Washington—Again the dairy ad- 
rlsory committee of the 
Federal 
Farm board -warns dairy farmers 
against • overproduction, the dangers 
of which are, it believes, temporarily 
obscured by recent rises In prices of 
dairy ^products. In a report to the 
board, .the committee prophesies low 
'prices and burdensome supplies of 
dairy products if production Is not 
slowed up. 
. "Recent rises in the prices of dai- 
ry products and gratifying- reduc- 
tion In storage holdings," says the 
report, "tend to -obscure danger of 
overproduction and ultimate results 
of continuation of the upward trend 
In the numbers of cows." 


The number of milk cows on farms 


has Increased steadily for four years 
the report states. The number on 
farms on Sept. 1, 1931 was.fully 3.6 
per cent In excess of that of a year 
previous. 
If the 
Department of 


Agriculture's 
estimate of a 5 per 


cent increase In heifers freshening- 
during- the last half of 1931 is accur- 
ate, the number of milk cows on 


farm« frill record » further increaz* 
by Jan. 1, 1932, the report Adds. 
The Dairy Committe. advocates 


reduction cf sizes of herds by at 
least one cow 
out of each ten, 


through culling- low producing and 
unprofitable cows from herds and 
selling them for slaughter and veal- 
ing heifer calves. 
It presents a resolution to the 


board, as follows:

Thomas Alva' Edison sometimes 


used to fish for two days without 
getting a bite. Patience and curi- 
osity attended all his wonder work- 
ing. 
Aside from these two quali- 


ties, ' his character abstract 
eludes 


the copy pantheon. 


One of the noblest of American 


careers Is marked by wide variants 
from the success formula of the 
great conquistadores of America's 
golden age. "He was a laggard in 
school; 
he - was 
frequently ' fired 


from his job; he was careless about 
his appearance; he chewed tobacco, 
smoked and swore quaintly on 6c-' 
casion; ^he slept on the job; he was 
careless with his chemicals; he nev- 
er married the boss's daughter, and 
beyond doubt, some ruthless histor- 
ian Is going to establish the fact 
that he never shined the heels of 
his' shoes. But he was a genius, 
that .unassiciilable human chemical 
never, swamped in words and con- 
formities—without flux or solvent. 


Emil Ludwig, the biographer and 
histo^anf recently said he consid- 
ered Edison America's greatest liv- 
ing man. Years ago, research sci- 
entists sometimes smiled tolerantly 
whejn Edison's name was mentioned. 
He knew little of the abracadabra 
of the books, and the idea persisted 
in academic circles that there was 
just., another "garret inventor"— 
lucky "perhaps. 


He was that and a lot more. Not 


even so distinguished an Investiga- 
tor of the mystery of genius as Dr. 
Thurman of Stanford has found the 
clue to wizardry. The only ration- 
al explanation would be that of the 
man in Dean Swift's fantasy of the 
abacus, who got the right answer 
by infinite combinations. 


Magic In The Man 


Edison's patient probing of .forces 


and elements did, indeed suggest 
.endless trial and error—there were 
errors, indeed, as when he burned 
off his bushy eyebrows, trying to 
make/a flying machine—but this is 
by no means a satisfactory answer. 
There: was - magic in this man who 
flooded the world with light and-mu- 
sic. 


Edison's 1,500 
or more patents 


ranged not only over the 
broad 


fields of both physics and chemis- 
try, but branched off into the sub- 
atomic underground of both scl- 
iences. It is true that he did as- 
semble and correlate the work or 
other men, but he always moved on 
from where- they left off. There 
.was not rattling of old bones In his 
•laboratory. His problem always'had 
to resolve Itself into an Immediate, 
definite need before 
his alchemy 


came into play. 
In 1915, academic scientists had 


halted 'at the problem of making 
synthetic 
carbolic 
acid. 
Edison 


needed It in his business. He made 
it, -within a few weeks. He used to 
"just try things out," In his phrase 
He was masterful In summoning 
everything available to the task on 
hand. 
' 


Baffling Wide-Eyed Boy 


' The covered wagons were lumber- 
ing through the little canal town of 
Milan, Ohio, westward bound, when 
the Edison boy, born in 1847, first 
began to explore the muddy streets 
of the little frontier village. Gold 
at the rainbow's 
end excited hi; 


father, a wandering visionary, and 
he wanted to follow the wagons. His 
mother had been Mary Elliot, a 
T>rim Massachusetts school 
teach- 


er, of sound culture, and she had 
little patience with her husband's 
dream of wealth. 
She kept him 


busy in his truck garden.

this blend of the 
visionary 
and 


practical, if genius Is every under- 
stood, may some day help to ex- 
plain Thomas Alva Edison. 


The bright-eyed boy with the al- 


most abnormally large

plexed and baffled his parents. His 
school career was a three-months 
muddle, in which, his teacher re- 
ported that he was "terrible addled.' 
The teacher had not observed thai 
he was" always feverishly engaged 
on important business of his own 
—tinkering, exploring, building, ex- 
perimenting -with wire, spools anc 
string.

10 was finessed and West won with 
the Ace.

executives have a. bitter pill to swal- 
low in the proposed interstate com- 
merce commission pooling plan. That 
they will get it down, evea though 
it may gag some of them, Is expect- 
ed. Public sentiment demands it. The 
precarious condition of a number 01 
"roads whose distress would affeo 
the credit of all roads, compels it. 


If a poll could be taken of the 


great body of railroad shareholders 
in the country it would undoubtedly 
be found that they would be agree- 
able to any arrangement on the part 
of individual roads to participate in 
a program alleviating the pressure 
on those transportation 
companies 


having trouble in covering their fix- 
ed -charges and whose approaching 
maturities are a nightmare to their 
managemnts. It is taking much for 
granted to say, as has been argued 
in some railroad 
quarters, 
that 


shareholders would object to the use 
of a portion of the earnings of their 
properties to help mitigate a situa- 
tion which bears down, not only on 
the securities of roads that are even 
now able to pay liberal dividends but 
as well on those whose solvency de- 
pends upn the application to them of 
emergency, measures. 


Must Clear Obligation 


One feature of the 
pooling ar- 


rangement that was not made clear 
in the interstate" commerce cominis 
sion's opinion is the ultimate obli 
gation of the--carrier to which relief 
is grantd out of the proceeds of the 
pool. Therefore, an attempt will be 
made by railroad executives to come 
to-an understanding 
on this point 


before approval of the scheme is giv- 
en. It is reasonable for them to ask 
that the beneficiaries of the 
func 


pay back to the 
subscribers to if 


their proportion 
of the allotment 


when they have again been restored 
to a satisfactory earning basis. 


There is in this situation, as there 


has been in many others -where the 
question of giving aid to a general 
situation at some expense or aban- 
donment of the prerogatives of an 
individual carrier, is necessary, a 
lack of a cooperative spirit among 
railroad executives. Already they are 
divided into two camps, 
the one 


which is more sensitive to public op- 
inion and which 
believes that the 


roads should immediately accept in a 
friendly spirit the suggestion of the> 
interstate commerce commission to- 
ward" pooling; the other which is dis- 
posed to stand on technical and le 
gal grounds and resist it. It is from 
this latter faction that 
the argu 


ment comes that to agree to a pool- 
ing plan -would be illegal and subject 
to them to attack from their stock 
holders. 


View Not Reasonable 


It is not reasonable to expect, how- 


ever, that the owners 
of rallroac 


stocks who have been most patien 
while their managements have used 
large sums of money in the purchase 
of securities, which

which little income is now derived 
will invoke the aid of the courts in 
protecting them from the operation

The philosophy of the times is one 


in which the strong and the fortun 
ately situated must come to the aid 
of those who are weak in resources 
There is little difference between the 
suggestion and the obligation of the 
railroads in the interstate commerce

and tha 


which is clearly intimated in the for 
mation of the National Credit Cor 
poration. This draws out from the 
banks that are strong a. proportion 
of their deposits to be used in sup 
porting the banks that are weak. In 
asmuch as a large proportion of the 
total deposits of the entire country 
are located in New York and Chica 
go, it is the institutions of these two 
cities that .are compelled 
to carry 


the heaviest part of 
the burden of 


relief to interior banks, in addition 
to the assistance 
which had been 


given these banks by New York anc 
Chicago pi-ior to the formation o 
the National Credit Corporation as 
well as in the two weeks period be 
fore the corporation began to func 
tion.

The real cause is 
generally in the mental sphere, and 
people often suffer from mental anx-

There may be family difficulties, per- 
sonal troubles, loss of position, or 
frustration of long cherished hopes 
and ambitions, with a final realiza- 
tion that their full achievement is 
not possible. 


"Various impulses may accompany 


a state of d&presslon, impulses to 
leave home, to make a drastic 
change, even to end It all, and im- 
pulses resulting In drunken sprees 
and other excesses often occur. Ac- 
tion on such Impulses is unwise and 
does not bring relief. 
The patient 
carries his worries and fears with 


him wherever he goes, and the de- 
pression after a debauch I* worse 
than before. 


"The treatment of depressed states 


depends upon the underlying causes 
When these are of physical nature, 
improvement 
In general 
health 


brings about mental improvement as 
well. Mental causes are seldom clear- 
ly understood by the ipatient, and he 
is much benefitted by talking over 
the entire situation, not once but as 
often as necessary, with a p'hysician 
whose experience with many pa- 
tients gives him an understanding of 
such conditions. Frequently, persons 
have distressing problems solved in 
this way, problems 
which have 


troubled them for years out of all 
proportion to their real importance. 
The resulting Increase in efficiency 
and happiness is of inestimable val- 
ue. Needless to say, depressed and 
nervous persons in their desperation, 
may become a prey of unscrupulous 
quacks, who make 
extravagant 


promises, but whose treatment Is 
useless If not positively harmful"

Freight Rate Decision,to Be 


Beneficial to Carriers 


in Long Run

Washington —(CPA)— America's 


transportation 
problem has been 


moved forward to a .climax by the 
rate decision of the Interstate com- 


• merce commission and 
now 
the 


-whole question of railroad credits 
can be tackled decisively. 


If the increase of between $100,- 


000,000 and $125,000,000 in revenues 
based on rate advances just granted 
does not prove sufficient to bolster 
up railroad credit, two steps may be 
taken. One is the possible aid of a 
government 
finance 
corporation 


through act of congress and the 
other is the voluntary reduction of 
labor .expense by revision of work- 
ing rules through cooperation of the 
railroad" brotherhoods and the rail 
executives. 


While the denial of a 15- per cent 


increase was a disappointment in 
the psychological sense because so 
much hope of 
an improvement in 


tlie market for railroad securities 
had been built upon the application, 
the action of the commission when 
fully analyzed will be found to be far 
more beneficial to the railroads than 
is apparent on the surface. 


Advantages Listed 


Here are the advantages -to the 


roads: 
First, the commission permits the 


roads to 
charge higher 
rates on 


many commodities not herely for a 
few months but until April 1, 1933. 
Assuming that business conditions 
grow better in 1932 there will be an 
opportunity to collect In a six or 
eight month 
period revenues 
on 


rates admittedly higher than have 
been charged in times of prosperity. 


Second, the commission has def- 


initely committed itself .to a -pro- 
gram of truck regulation and, dim- 
inished waterway competition which 
•will help the railroad interests when 
congress meets, for in a sense the 
commission points to that form of 
relief as an essential reason why the 
15 per cent increase wasn't grant- 
ed.Third, the revenue collected from 
the higher freight rates will prob- 
ably be retained m large part by the 
roads that earn it. This Is because 
the sums -"heeded by 
the weaker 


roads -to prevent default, it is esti- 
mated, will be relatively' small. This 
compulsory pooling is an outgrowth 
of President Hoover's effort to bring 
'about a- voluntary pool 
of strong 


railroads to help the credit of the 
weaker roads, and while It Is not 
being suggested that the president 
had a hand in the matter It is as- 
sumed that the failure of recent in- 
formal efforts to form a credit pool 
among the big railroads themselves 
by presidential persuasion led the 
commission 
to 
make mandatory 


such a pool as the price of the grant- 
Ing of any increases. 


Many Help Mergers 


The new pooling arrangement will 


lead to other agreements of a similar 
nature and may pave the way for 
earlier realization of 
the pending 


railroad, consolidation plans. 


Fifth, advocacy by the commission 


of the repeal of the famous "15-A" 
section of the Esch-Cummins law so 
as to re-draft the recapture clause 
is something from which the roads 
will benefit as here too congress will 
probably follow" the views 
of the 


commission which propose that any 
sums above the fair return should 
go toward consolidations, pooling ar- 
rangements and other adjustments. 


The picture of the future of the 


railroads painted by the commission 
in its decision will go a long way 
toward reassuring holders of rail- 
road securities. For one thing the 
commission states frankly that the 
impressed with the thought that the 
railroads are doomed, in anything 
like the near future, to go the way 
of the stage coach and the canal."

Need Little New Capital 


The fact that in 1932 only $70,- 


000,000 of railroad bonds have to 
be refunded leads the commission to 
remark that the needs tor new cap- 
ital for the present and some time in 
the future "are not likely to be of 
commanding importance." 


So the question turned wholly on 


whether the railroad increase would 
be a good thing, first, for the coun- 
try and, second, for the roads them- 
selves. The commission insisted that 
with other.busiensses and Industries 
in as bad shape as are the railroads 
this was no time to Impose increas- 
ed hardships on the shipper. Even 
such increases a#'Were granted were 
allowed with reluctance because of 
a" fear that shippers would promptly 
try truck and water transportation 
to avoid1 paying more freight and 
that much of this business might be 
permanently lost to the railroads. 


The commission, in 
a nutshell. 


says the railroads may have cer- 
tain Internal problems that need ad- 
justment but basically they are suf- 
fering from the general depression 
and that ag soon as business comes 
back they will be all right again. In- 
stead of asking 
for general 
in 


creases, the commission hints they 
might, be thinking of .decreases' So 
as to attract more traffic."' 
•" . 


The great Importance of the de- 


cision is that it has been made and 
that the railroad world will not be 
waiting any longer with hands tied 
on the matter of cutting wage ex- 
pense. In many railroad circles, the 
increase was never indorsed1 because 
it was felt the logic of the situation 
called for a deflation of railroad la- 
bor all along the line. 


It is confidently believed here that 


to avert any general wage decrease 
that might be disturbing, the rail- 
road brotherhods may 
be able to 


work out a program' of voluntary 
cooperation which would reduce la- 
bor expenses and help the weaker 
road brotherhoods may be able to 
budgets balance so as 
to prevent 


defaults. Even fhis would be a tem- 


porary and emergency measure and 
not constitute' a permanent change, 
but whatever'has been"mere talk b&- 
ore now becomes a matter of early 
iction. 
• ' 


Between now and December , the 


railroads must decide whether they 
will accept the commission's plan for 
pooling the revenues from, increased 
•ates. The'jr probably will do so an<3 
at 
the same- time endeavor ' to 


negotiate reductions in labor costs. 
The, machinery of wage, revision 16 
ong' and complicated' and1'does 'not 
offer-, opportunity for immediate re- 
i'ef unless the brotherhoods an* the 
rail executives can agree to a com- 
promise which would supersede the 
usual conferences of regional .adjust- 
ment boards and other long-drawn 
out steps reaulred In the event of a 
difference of opinion. 


On the whole while at, first caus-' 


ng oMsmay, as the decision is studied 
n connection with the entire trans- 
poration problem, it will be found 
that a real start has been made 
toward the necessary 
process of 


building up confidence in the future 
of the American railroads.
